WORKS 
Idatio's flral primary election under the 
new law which provides lor a nin-otl If 
no candidate receives iO per cent of tlie 
votes served to demonslrale the need lor 
fiucb a change, 

Tlie five-corner Democratic race for the 
U.S. senate nomination provided an ideal 
test for the new taw. 

Under the old system, the candidate 
comlQE out with the ' greatest number of 
votes would have been declared the wfnner 
in the primary, even thouRh he had polled 
nowhere near a majority of the total votes 
cast, 

II wc had been operatlnB under tho old 
aystsm, tho winner Jn this primary's Dem- 
ocratic race for the U.S..senato nomination 
would have won with less than one-fourth 
of the votes cost by the Democrats. 

arCBit.Potvln of American Falls, accord- 
ing to latest unofficial figures, was high 
_ man with only 10,515 of . the total 69,759 
votes cast on the Democratic ballot, or ap- 
proximately 23 per cent. 

Under tho new law, however. Instead of 
■belns declared nominated* with such a 
small perccntAKC of the total vote, Fotvln 
will have to face the next highest candi- 
date In a run-oft election, June 2B. 

While Jherc Is sllll a narrow margin In 

■ the race for second place to determine who 
will face Potvln In the run-off primary. It 

' appears that Robert AfcLaughlln of Moun- 
' talti Homo will have a slight edge. If the 
discovery of additional errors should atlU 
further reduce his margin over Compton 
I. White of Clark Pork, an official state 
canvass may be needed to determine the 
final selection of Potvln's adversary in the 
run-off. 

In any event, the new primary election 
macWnery Is working more efficiently 
than under the old aet-up. The Democrats 
In this particular instance will have the 
opportunity to select their candidate with 
a majority vote, Instead of accepting one 
nominated by a small minority. 

Idaho learned by eitperlence uRtrer the 
old ayatem that It was getting too many 
■undeslrabTe candidates for governor and 
representatives in congress. Under the new 
primary law, there la. every reason to pe- 
lleve there will be a distinct Improvement 
In the selection of candidates by_both po- 
litical parties. 

The Inconvenience and eictra expense of 
a run-off prlmaiy should be more than' 
offset by the quality of representation we 
achieve In both state and national goveniT 
nent. 

The anticipated opposition to the new 
law** requirement that all votera declare 
their political affiliation and vote only 
their own party's ballot did Jiot develop to 
any appreciable extent. 

After the voters realized It actually 
amounta to a political primary election In 
■which the two parties nominate their can- 
didates, most of them could understand 
the logic of such a provision. 

The new law still gives them a voice In 
■electing their candidates, without the 
wealEness of the old direct primary, and 
they stUl have the opportunity to yoI« for 
Democrats or Republicans In the general 
election. 

, Despite the party declaration provision 
and the fact there were few contests out- 
side of the Democratic race for U. S. sen- 
. ator, the total vote cast In Uie primary was

And }iiat to make sure thai he

signers of these fish ladders USU' 
allr placed an abrupt elbow oi 
right-angle turn somewhere In the 
ladder so that the fish would 
knock himself out against a k ~ 
and float back dead or stunned. 

Plainly tha intent was to cir- 
cumvent the law br prereiillni' 
the iiah tram getting over the 
dam. Why? One explaiiatlon of- 
fereit la that the power compeDlcs 
didn't want the fish above the 
. dam lest they choka the turbines 
on their way back down rivcr. 

It seems that a practical solu- 
tion would be for the goremment 



to build a long gradual canal 
around the doma by starting such 
canal well above the dam in the 
backwater where there Is llltlr 
current and the construction of.s 
screen lo divert the fish away 
from the turbine* and doiim 
canal. The some kind of a screen 
could be used below the dim lo 
divert the upetream-bound fish 
from the dam and into the canal 
to enable them to reach the head- 
waters above the dam. 

These canals should bt lengthy 
and with a gradual slope, much as 
a highway cllmbliig over a inoun_' 
tain chain, to allow the fish, even 
the .small ones, to svrtm easily 
against tho current with, no Jump- 
ing over obstacica at all. Enough 
water should nlwars be dlreited 
from the turbines to keep this 
canal full— which would mean 
keeping tho level ot the water be- 
hind the dam at a high' point. 

With audi canals around all 
present dams on the Pacific water- 
shed, the govenunmt could then 
slock salmon nnd other migratory 
fish In the headwaters .of all 
streams leading Into the Pacific 
y/lOi the result that we'd soon 
have enormous qusntltles of these 
line food , Ilsh and the canning 
and processing of them would be- 
come a major Industry employing 
and lecdliw millions' ot people. 

Of course, this would take mon- 
ey—dams cost money and so dc 
Wghwaya— yet can you think of 
anything that could yield a greater 
return oa tho Investment? r ven- 
ture to say that the return on these 
tUh would soon -pay for all the 
dami and bighwajs we'd need lor

That August, Elqulst drovA 
the land and saw that the stand 
had (aken hold and wns up.

Elqulit showed also his hay fields

Spring creek and two artesian 
wells. 

One of these wells, atrucic at 
ESS feel, had a stream oC ISO 
Inches of water. The water, sought 
by thirsty members on the tour, 
was ■bou( 100 dcitrccs and was 
almott hot to the lingers.

Telnporary. chccklnK 
stations not only apprehend the 
actuat violator, but have a great 
psycholoRlcal effect In the prevr- 
tlon ot violations. 

"State patrolmen often assist In 
ilhcr waj-a," Leonard added, "We 
have records on many fish and 
cases In which stale patrol- 
niade arrests and obtained 
convictions. In other Instances the 
patrolmen have gathered Informa- 
"'on Snd evidence and turned tt 
rer to the local conservation offl- 
T tor prosecution." 
Highly coordinated enforcement, 
luplcd with progressive wlldlltc 
practices, must be maintained at 
all levels because Increased sales 
oC hunting and fishing licenses 
definitely Indicate that public In- 
terest In outdoor recreation Is "ex- 
ploding" even faster thsn popula- 
tion numbers. And for top effi- 
ciency, tho conservation enforce- 
ment program must have the hiEh-. 
est degree of cooperation with lo- 
cal, county, stote ond federal law 
enforcement agencies. 

Federal enforcement ogencles 
with which conservation oHlcera 
work moat closely Include the bu- 
reau of sport fisheries and wildlife, 
forest service, federal bureau of 
InvcatlBatlon and tho internal rev- 
enue (alcohol and tobacco, tax di- 
vision). Yes, the "revenooers" never 
stop looking for distillers of 
"mountain daw," and not Infre- 
quently does a conservation officer 
run across a still in the back 
country. 

FBI facllltJea are available wlth- 
Lit charge to all state, county and 
municipal law enforcement agen- 
cies In this country. Its latnra- 
tory hos been tised by the depart- 
ment several . times . to Identity 
bullets and cartridge cases with

Leonard stresses that la 
enforcement Isn't merely tlie ap 
prtlicrision nnd prosecution i 
violators. It Is more than tli 
case histories, or the orrcst reports 
sent to Boise. It Is a conllnuliu 
and unrelaxlng process of cslau' 
lulling a progrom tailored to'thi 
needs ot tbe wlso monagement of 
wildlife; tlie informing and edu- 
cating of the people served by 
the department as to tlic "whv" 
and Uie "how" of that prograi
